At the meeting of the City Hoard of 
Trustees, held yesterday morning, Judge S. 
C. Denson, attorney for the Amador Canal 
and Mining Company, appeared and made 
tin argument in favor of the city accepting 
the proposition of that company to furnish 
the city with clear water. 
The purjnise o f 
the argument was to convince of the neces­ 
sity or desirability of such change in our 
present water supply. 
Judge Denson ar­ 
gued the matter quite at length, the follow­ 
ing being a synopsis of his speech : 


The Amador Canal and Mining Company pro­ 
poses to supply the city of Sacramento wilt» 
pure, clear, fresh and wholesome water from 
the h"Htlwaters of tite Moquelumne river and 
the Blue Lakes ot Alpine county, the supply to 
be equal to the amount pumped in the year 
lsM, and tobe increased as required, ami to be 
delivered into the city mains under a regular, 
steady, gravitation pressure which will at all 
times, day and night, be equal to or greater than 
the best or highest tire pressure attainable by 
the present w orks. 
The company proposes to take the entire risk 
of the success ot the scheme, and w ill not ask 
the city for a single dollar untd the works shall 
have been in successful operation long enough 
to Hilly establish tlieir efficiency: and then the 
city will only be required to pay a monthly or 
quarterly amount, as may lie agreed, for'th e 
water wnich has been delivered, ami for which 
the city will have collected the water rates fro»n 
the consumers. 
No increase of debt and notixation will result 
from this contract. The city will retain the ah 
solute control and management of the whole 
water business, and will establish niul collect 
such rales for the use of water nv the consumers 
as the Board of Trustees may think proper. 
The company will keep the works outside of 
the city in repair, pay all expenses of a ron- 
tiunal supply of pure, clear water, under the 
pressure named, and take all ri'k and pay all 
eosts and damages for any possible failure. The 
contract may be made for a term of years—say 
ten or twenty—with the privilege 011 the part of 
the city of renewing for such time as she may 
desire. 
These are the most important features of the 
contract proposed, but there are many matters 
of m inor detail that would necessarily enter 
into the terms of the contract, and all the com­ 
pany wants is a fair and reasonable agreement, 
plain and simple, so that no misunderstanding 
can arise, and one that will be carried out in 
good faith. 
W hat we propose is, in short, to put olear, 
pure and wholesome water into the city mains 
under a gravitation pressure'W hich will give 
much greater force than that now enjoyed, and 
which will be regular and constant, iti place of 
the muddy and unwholesome stuff now being 
pumped i rom the river by the city machinery. 
That titis company is acting in entire good 
faith may be seen irom ttie 
fact that it must 
spend about halt a million dollars, and Hilly 
comply with all its propositions before it can 
demand anything from the city. The company 
takes all the ris k and the city gens the ad­ 
vantage of the proposed scheme, and only pays 
tor good, pure water after it has been con­ 
sumed and after the consumers have paid the 
city for it. 
We may assume that all persons would prefer 
clear, bright mountain water to that which we 
now have, and it would seem to be a waste of 
time to argue that the clean article is better 
than the dirty, but it may not be out of place to 
mention a lew of the many important advan­ 
tages attaching to clear and pure water : 
First—Tlie flow would be better, and the pipes 
would not be obstructed and stopped by sedi­ 
mentary deposits. 
Second—We would save many thousands of 
dollars per year by doing away with filters and 
settling tanks, ana save much in the way of 
good temper by being rid of the many annoy­ 
ances attendant upon the use of dirty water. 
Third—We would have clean, bright water for 
drinking, and in which to bathe and with which 
to wash our clothing. 
Fourth—F’or all other purposes, such as the 
washing of carriages, of ¡wrcbres, walks, win­ 
dows, and even washing the dust and cobwebs 
from the outside of our houses, we would find 
clear water, under a high pressure, available, 
while for such uses the present muddy article 
is either unavailable or very inconvenient. 
F ifth- We would be able to have fountains in 
our yards, ami to sprinkle our flowers and orna­ 
mental shrubbery, and leave the same clean, 
tresh and free from 'h e dirty mud spots that 
result from the use of the river water. 
sixth—We would save much money and great 
annoyance from the fact th at b ite and faucets 
would bust very much longer with the use of 
clear water than w ith tire gritty compound 
which now wears them out. 
Seventh—Clear water, with a regular and 
steady pressure, would be valuable as a motive 
power, and the city w ould en>oy a largely in­ 
creased revenue fr .111 the sale <>i water for me­ 
chanical and other purposes where steam is 
now used. The power at tiie san e time being 
much cheaper and much more convenient to 
those using it, aud entirely free Irom the. danger 
attending the use of steam boilers. 
Eighth—The advantages to accrue to the city 
by reason of having a constant and heavy grav­ 
itation pressure, with c.11 abundant supply of 
water all over the city, day and niaht, u s relates 
to the question of the extinguishm ent of tires 
and as affecting the rates of insurance, is some­ 
thing beyond calculation. It is well known 
that with' our present muddy water our pipes 
are constantly choked and partially filled up 
with mud ami sediment, thereby diminishing 
the pressure and impeding the flow of water, 
v liite with clear w ater we could always have 
the advantage o f the full amount of the liy- 
draulie pressure, aud a plug witli a hose at­ 
tached would at nuv time, day or night, furnish 
.11 ready stream of water quite suliicient to sup­ 
ply the best steam fire engine in the city. 
Ninth—The city would gain incalculable in 
reputation abroad and by the favorable impres­ 
sion made upon visitors and strangers. In fact, 
with our present wilier supply it is on!v a very 
strong stomached person, or one wiih exceeding 
bud taste, who call come here for the lir-t time and 
look at or venture to take a drink of our water 
and not go away with a thorough disgust. 
1 hat 
tiie prosperity, progress and growth of our city 
have suffered to the extent of some millions ol 
dollars by reason of the offensive-looking water 
with which every visitor must come in contact, 
there can tic little doubt. In fact, the first thing 
we hear from visitors when they arrive, and the 
last thing when they depart, is that they arc 
glad to avoid the vile stuff we call water. Even 
this consideration alone, if there were nothing 
else involved, should command our careful at­ 
tention, and would be amply sufficient to war- 


“ In the first report of this Board (pp 18 to 22} 
is to be tound a summary of the extended series 
of experiments upon the subject of • self­ 
purification of river waters,’ ami it is conclu­ 
sively shown that the idea is a fallacy—that 
purification in any considerable degree, except 
m very rare cases, «loes not take place. This re­ 
port raised a perfect storm of op|x>sition sup­ 
posed to la’ in the interest of capital interested 
111 property aud works that would have to Ire 
heavily taxed if auy change was made in the 
m anner ot disposing of sewage " 
And again on pages 11 and 12 Mr. Hall quotes 
from the official rept>rt of the Rivers IV.tutiou 
Commission ot Groat Britain as follows: ” Under 
the head o f ‘Quality of water from different 
sources,' the > ommission say : ’6. River water, 
usually in Fngland, but less generally in Scot­ 
land. consists chiefly of the drainage from land 
which is more or loss cultivated. When it is 
further polluted by the drainage of tow ns and 
inhabited (daces, or by the loui discharges from 
manufactories, its use tor drinking ami cooking 
becomes fraught with great risk to health. A 
very largo proportion of the running waters of 
Gteat Britain are either at present dangerous or 
are rapidly becoming so.' 
[sixth Kept. Riv. 
l’oll. t orn., p. 125, 
" I c.der the heading • As to the possibility of 
rendering polluted water again wholesome 
* 1. 
W tu-n ttic-ewage ot towns or other polluting 
organic m atter is discharged into running water 
the suspended matters may be more or less pcr- 
fccly removed by subsidence and filtration, but 
the foul organic matters in solution are very 
persistent. They oxidize vorv slowlv, ami thev 
are removed only to a slight exte nt by .snnil 
filtration.

' And, finally, for the purpose of this special 
point in my subject, I quote a paragraph found 
under the bending, ’As b> the I'fopagation of 
Epidemic Diseases by Potable W ater; ’ 1. The 
existence of specific poisons capable ot produc­ 
ing cholera aud typhoid fever is attested bv evi­ 
dence so abundant and strong i,.- to be practi­ 
cal y irresistible. These poisons are e n.tained 
in tiie* discharges front the bowels ot prr-on* 
suffering from these diseases. 2. The admixture 
of oven a small quantity of the-e infected dis­ 
charges with a large volume of drinking water 
is sufficient for the propagation of those diseases 
amongst pcr-ons using such w ater.

The conclusions of Pasteur were taken up by 
other chemists and observers and applied di­ 
rectly to the sewage disposal problem, and there 
are a num ber of opinions, based 0 11 experiment, 
to sb >w that the organic ujHtter of sewage is not 
oxidized upon being turned into a river, but is 
precipitated to the bottom or carried in solu­ 
tion.' 
And again 011 page 11. Mr, Halt refers to Dr. 
F'rankland : “ Dr. Kranklaml has shown that a 
flow of between 11 ami ¡3 miles of a stream p o ­ 
inted with sewage has very little effect on the 
organic m atter dissolved in the water even at a 
tem perature of 18° Cent. And he has shown in 
the case o f the river Wear, flowing between 
Bishop Aukland and Durham, w hich has laten 
quoted by Dr. Tidy in illustration of his theory 
of oxidation of sewage, the purification is 
caused by an adm ixture of highly ferruginous 
waters, á fact which does not appear ¡11 Dr. 
Titly’s quotation." 
Referring to page 13 ol the State Engineer’s 
report we find:

ard, C. E., associate of the Royal Schotl of 
Mines, member of the Institution of Civil En­ 
gineers. In 1332 he read a paper before rite In ­ 
stitution. from which the following extracts and 
snminarizatiODs are made: ' Rivers arc the natu­ 
ral drains of a country, into which every parti­ 
cle of rain falling within their watersheds (ex­ 
cept, etc.) ultimately finds its wav. with every­ 
thing which it is capable ol dissolving ór 
suspending. 
Highly m anured arable lauds, 
pastures, with thousands of cattle and sheep, 
mills, factories, village ccssihkiIs, and lastly 
town sewers, all contribute their quota ol foul 
water; in some cases to such an extent that the 
river becomes uti open sewer in which no fish 
can live, and the exhalations from which, espe­ 
cially in hot climates, spread lever and V ath 
around.’ 
“ Speakingof the dot. i-: i in of impurities in 
water contam inated l y sewage, Mr. F'olkard 
says: ‘The organic substances in solution and 
suspension are the most important on account 
of their dangerous nature, and, unfortunately, 
they are the ones with which the chemist isleast 
able to deal. As yet he has ireen compelled to 
be content with the examination and estimation 
of the products of their dccomiresitiou—am ­ 
monia and nitrous or nitric acid - or with then 
determ ination of one or two 01 their constitu­ 
tional elements ¡carbon and nitrogen;.' 
“ Ills perhaps needless to say that these ‘or­ 
ganic substances' are contributed to sewage 
principally 11s the waste of the human system." 
Mr. F'olkard asserts that in the matter ot detect 
ing organic impurities in water, chemists as yet 
are powerless to help the sanitarian in dis­ 
crim inating between wholesome ntnl unwhole­ 
some 
water.

“ The generally accepted theory ot the propa­ 
gation of zymotic diseases is that the living 
germ, or m atter cupab'e of evolving that germ 
under favorable conditions, being taken into 
the system, such germs are propagated in tiie 
blood, ami hence the disease.

the individual is sufficiently weakly nr un­ 
healthy, it is of small importance whether he 
receive one thousand or one million parts of in­ 
fectious m atter (whether in the form of organ­ 
ized germs or not is immaterial), and, conse­ 
quently, one part of infee'ed sew age containing 
the dejecta of persons suffering front zymotic 
disease, mixed with one million parts of water, 
w ill be nearly as dangerous to him as one part 
per thousand.' 
"T h e difference being simply, of course, the 
less chance there would be of happening to 
drink the particular drop of water carrying the 
germ m atter when the rate of dilution is great 
than when it is sm all; and, also, again to use 
the words of our authority, • the kw-i contami­ 
nated water would probably not affect a person 
in more robust health w ho might succumb to 
the use of the highly contam inated sample.’ 
“ This author insists • that it will bo impossi­ 
ble to banish zymoticdiseasetrom a tow n w here 
water supply lias been contaminated with the 
dejecta of patients suffering from that class of 
disease. The very weakly will c mtract it from 
the almost inappreciable amount ot infection 
contained in the water, and from them it will 
spread to those who have resisted the poison in 
its diluted state.' 
“ He then goes on to state, as a c inclusively 
established fact, that tlie germs which cause or 
accompany disease are endowed with tlie most 
persistent vitality, and are capable of w ithstand­ 
ing heat, cold, moisture, drought, and even 
chemical agents, to a marvelous extent. 
" And illustrating this fact, he s«}s : so difii- 
cult is it to destroy them, tiia: for many years 
the now exploded doctrine of spontaneous gen­ 
eration found talented supporters who relie 1 on 
rant us in making a change. And, I might add, [their own carefully conducted experiments to 
it would l.e in the interest of morality, and re- prove the theory, all which experiments were 
lieve otir coincieuces from the great strain con­ 
stantly experienced in telling strangers that our 
river water is good and wholesome, when we 
know it is not. 
Tenth—And last, but by no means least, con­ 
siderations for the public health call most loud­ 
ly for the abatement of this vile nuisance, and 
the substitution in its place of pure, sparkling.

belief. The fact is. that the Sacramento river 
water never was and never could have been 
very good, except, perhaps, during a portion of 
the y e ar; and ¡s the country has become more 
populous, the water has grown gradually but 
rapidly worse. The theory somewhat prevalent, 
that river water purifies itself, has, by scientific 
experiment and investigation, been proven a 
snare and delusion. Let scientific men who have 
devoted their attention to such matters speak 
upon this important question. State Engineer 
Hall, in 138:4, made a report tothe Board of Trus­ 
tees of the Stockton Insane Asylum on the sew­ 
age qiu -tion in California. In that report, at 
page 9, Inr. Hall says: 
" Some apparent cases of self-purification of 
streams were shown to be delusive : the waters 
were clarified aud deodorized, but not purified 
either of their organic impurities or inorganic 
elements not to be desired in potable w aters. 
"It is now known that, as a general thing, 
w aters polluted by the organic m atter of sewage 
do not purify themselves within any limited 
space of lime or distance of flow, as has been 
supposed, and in no m aterial degree by the s !e 
action of the oxygen contained in the w ater or 
of the air above it. 
" it is certain that alleged cases of self-purifi­ 
cation arc only apparent to the eye aud sense of 
smell, and are not real: and it i' contended that 
if w aters are dangerous to health they had bet­ 
ter have the noxious appearance and smell, and 
thus carry with them a warning ot their charac­ 
ter. than be tempting to the eye or lulling in 
effect. 
" It is explained that the action of self-purifi­ 
cation of rivers of organic matter, found to take 
place in some cases, is due to the admixture 
from tributary streams or springs along their 
banks, of other w aters having certain mineral 
substances (such as ferric oxide, copper, and nl- 
lumina) in solution, or to the action of certniu 
clays, or the mineral constituent of certain clays, 
w hich compose their bed or banks : nnd hence 
th at such instances of self-purification are due to 
peculiar circumstances, which, being local and 
not generally distributed, establish the rule as 
against self-purification at all. 
" It is understood that the action of the soil of 
the banks or bed of a stream in purifying its 
waters of organic matter, after a w hile ceases, 
nud that in tlie mean time the soil itself has be­ 
come foul and poisoned to a degree that its effect 
upon the water, were it really purified above, 
would be to re-impart a noxitiiis organic m atter 
to it in a considerable degree. 
" Consequent upon the rapid deterioration in 
quality o! river w aters in England, and upon the 
growing opposition to the mingling of sewage 
with them, in 1365, by authority of law, a lluyal 
Commission was appointed to'inquire into the 
subject. 
“ Men of the very highest professional aud 
scientific standing and widest experience were 
appointed to t he Board. 
Sir Robert Rawlinson, 
Past President of the Institution of Civil Engi­ 
neers ; John 1'. Harrison, member of the Institu­ 
tion, and of the Local Government Hoard of the 
Kingdom, and Professor John T. Way, one of 
the leading chemists of the country, being tlie 
members. 


quantities, indeed—containing the dejecta of 
zymotic patients—upon the potable quality of 
water, and says: ‘The above is 110 funeiftil pic­ 
ture. The experiment w as tried i ,. the inhabi­ 
tants of 11 town id Surrey, unwittingly, it is 
true, but on that account the result is the more 
reliable. An epidemic broke out. and the con­ 
sequent iuve-tigati n revealed the cause in all 
its loathsome details. 
Fortunately for mankind 
at large, tlie relation in this case fa tween cause 
aud effect was distinctly traceable, but in the 
great majority of eases this is out of tlie ques­ 
tion.’ 
" And finally, nnilcr this heading I find this 
unqualified conclusion : ‘ There is not the least 
evidence to show that foul water is rendered 
wholesome by flowing tlfty or 0 11c hundred 
miles; indeed, all experiments point in the op­ 
posite direction, 011 account of the persistent 
vitality of the organisms which accompany 
zymotic disease, and of the utter failure of dilu­ 
tion to disarm these potent germs of corruption 
and death.' " 
FTtth biennial report State Board of Health 
for the years 1373 and 1879. Page 43: " ’lhe 
question of the pollution of streams becomes 
an important factor in the consideration ot the 
adaptability oi the water of the Sacramento to 
domestic use. There is a State law designed for 
the protection of all our rivers, but it is well 
known to be so constantly violated as to ire 
practically inoperative. 
Indeed, laws which 
require for their observance some sacrifice of 
personal convenience, especially when nothing 
more serious than health or life are concerned, 
are seldom capable of fully satisfying the crav­ 
ings of hum an selfishness, or of commanding 
general obedience. It is more convenient for 
the towns along the river to drain tlieir sewage 
into it than to seek other and more expensive 
and sometimes almost impracticable methods 
in a different direction, it is more convenient 
for person- w ith families residing along the 
river bank to erect privies in such a m anner 
that the i'iccal discharges arc deposited directly 
iuto the water, and to drain ofl'tiie sewage from 
tlie houses, stables, aud pigpens into the 
stream —ami 
so 
these 
tilings 
arc 
done. 
To 
effectively 
prevent 
the 
continuance 
of 
these 
pernicious 
practices 
would 
re­ 
quire extraordinary measures—scarcely less 
than the establishment ot a sanitary cordon 
along the line of the Sacramento river from 
Sacramento to Red Bluff. In view of these 
facts, showing very evidently the pollution, to 
some extent, ot the water ol the Sacramento 
river at different points along its coarse, the in­ 
teresting question mis s—a question of practical 
importance to all residing along its banks, auu 
using its waters lor domestic purposes—is this 
water deleterious, or such as may become so 
under favoring circumstances v 
“ It must be remembered that river water may 
conreina certain amount of sewage, anil yet 
respond favorably to alt physical tests 01 good 
w tier it " nv even contain a quantity in excess 
oi what is considered by the highest authorities 
to be compatible with safety, and be used irom 
year to year with impuni'y. until, upon the out­ 
break of an epidemic, as of typhoid fever or 
cholera or dysentery, its presence

ENFORCE THE LAW. 


T he new fruit pest law goes into practi­ 
cal effect in about one week. 
It is a very 
im portant measure, and the early days of 
its existence will determ ine w hether or 
not it is to be a dead letter. 
Not the least 
im portant among its provisions is as fol­ 
lows : 
.Section 5. All fruit trees infested by tin., in- 
seet, their genus, larvi.- or pups', or infected by 
diseases known to be injurious to fruit and frud 
trees, and liable to spread contagion, must lie 
cleaned or disinfected before the first day of 
April, eighteen hundred and eighty five, and on 
or before the flrst day of April, of every succeed­ 
ing year thereafter. All owners or oc: tipants of 
land on which fruit trees arc grown, failing to 
comply with the provisions of this section, shall 
lie guilty of a misdemeanor, and lined as pro 
videtl fur in Section 6 of this Act. 
W hen it was proposed, a few years ago, 
to enforce a sim ilar law, there went tip 
from the non-prigiessionisb ;i howl that 
checked the reform and resulted in hun­ 
dred- of thousands of dollars loss to the 
fru it intere-ts of the State. 
Those who 
oppose-1 such drastic measures never tired 
of preaching the right of a man in his 
castle to do w hat he pleases; the right of 
one w ith his foot upon his own soil to cul­ 
tivate 
insect post - if he wished. 
Iiut 
since then 
the folly of the 
doctrine 
lias 
be-ome 
apparent 
to 
even 
the 
dullest. Xo man has the right tocultivate 
th a t which he cannot prevent from work­ 
ing great injury to his neighlior. 
A single 
stubborn or negligent orrhardist, the owner 
of a single neglected tree, may by ltis 
failure or refusal to adopt and put into 
effect proper measures to exterm inate the 
pests of fruit, destroy the fruit-grow th of 
an entire township or county. 
T he people 
have a right to be protected against the 
negligente or willfulness of such men. 
T he Legislature has declared, and wisely, 
th a t a pest-infected tree is a public nui­ 
sance. and that it must he disinfected and 
cleansed as a protection to the interests of 
th e general public. 
Of course, there will 
lie some resistance, and the progressive 
agriculturists and fruit-grow ers m ust lie 
prepared to meet it, and deal with the 
m an who refuses to obey the law in order 
to force others to purchase his lands at his 
own price; the careless fellow who slights 
his work, and the other fellow, all too 
common, who does not believe in disin­ 
fection sue! cleansing, with all th e severity 
the law will perm it. 
A single failure to 
enforce the law means its death lieyond 
hope of resurrection. 


THE HEW FRUIT RATES. 


T he transportation companies have made 
m ateria! reduction- upon the carrying 
charge for California fruit to the East, and 
have so arranged as to give the most rapid 
transit, and thus reduce the risk assumed 
by th e shipper in transporting perishable 
goods, to the minim um. 
Very generally 
the fruit-grow ers are satisfied with the 
success of the effort made to secure co-op­ 
eration of the several railroads lietween 
the East and the W est to this end. 
But 
th ere are some people who would not lie 
satisfied if they “ had the world.” 
The 
T he rabid anti-railroad sheets, th at feed 
upon th e distem pers they are enabled to 
engender among the people, arc not satis­ 
fied. 
These unscrupulous organs of de­ 
feated demagogues swear at the new sched­ 
ules, and do th eir utm ost to belittle them . 
O ne of this class of howlers, whom nothing 
w ill satisfy, yesterday was driven to as­ 
sum e as fact a statem ent— upon w hich it 
alone could base an argum ent— th at the 


reduction is not a sincere or a sufficient 
reduction. 
It says th at the friends of the 
railroad companies “ say th at the Eastern 
trunk lines were opposed to any reduction, 
but th at the Central Pacific forced them 
into it, using the Southern line as a whip 
to drive them into line. 
The fact probably 
is that the Eastern lines have all along 
lieen anxious to build up this new branch 
of traffic, but that th eir well-meant aims 
have lieen defeated by the short-sighted 
greed of the Central Pacific. 
The italics are ours. 
T his is a fair sam ­ 
ple of the style of argum ent in w hich un­ 
scrupulous journals indulge. 
As against 
published rates, to w hich the companies 
bound have affixed their corporate signa­ 
tures, we have assault, abuse and condem­ 
nation— all based upon “ the fact probably is.” 
T he day has passed when th a t style of a r­ 
gum ent will have any effect upon the 
people. 
T here is no more reason to believe 
th a t tiie schedules agreed upon for fruit 
rates and carriage are not sincerely in­ 
tended by California companies to advance 
to the fullest possibility th e interests of 
fruit and vine-growers, than to doubt th at 
the sun shines. 
To assume the contrary is 
to take the position that the railw ay m an­ 
agers arc fools, and not even the most 
rabid railroad hater will so m eanly esteem 


them.

The tim e allowed the Governor in which 
to sign bills passed at the recent session of 
the Legislature expired at noon yesterday. 
T he bills signed since our report, published 
on Saturday, were the following Assembly 
b ills: 
No. 35—Amending the insurance laws so 
as to place benevolent associations and cer­ 
tain socio! :e • out from under control of 
Insurance Commissioner. 
No. 312—The bill concerning Court Re­ 
porters' fees. 
No. 481—Excepting Islais creek from the 
list of navigable stream s of the State. 


BILLS EXECUTIVELY K ILLED . 
The list of bills which failed to m eet tbe 
approval of the Governor, and are therefo e 
killed for w ant of his signature, is as fol­ 
lows : 
Senate Bill No. 33—To prohibit the use 
of opium . This was not signed, for the rea­ 
son that it is so prohibitory that it is doubt 
fnl w hether opium could be used in any 
medicinal preparation unless form ally pres­ 
cribed by a physician. 
Senate Bill Ño. 103—A m ending the Code 
in regard to appeals in certain divorce eases, 
etc.. extending the list of eases in which 
appeals m ay he taken. 
Assembly Bill No. 7—Relating to the in ­ 
vestment of capital stock of insurance cor­ 
porations. 
It would change the present 
Jaw very materially, and the question was 
w hether (he law as it now stands is not 
safer and better. 
Assembly Bill No. 264—Under this bill 
eacli county that desired to hold a fair 
could draw §500 from the State, and it is 
stated the num ber of appointm ents under 
it, should all the counties apply, would be 
about 400, and that this would add so much 
to the present work of the Executive office 
as to necessitate an additional clerk. 
No. 573—To authorize the subm ission of 
tiie proposed constitutional am endm ents to 
a vote of the people at a special election. 


T H E CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
It will be noticed that the hill which pro­ 
vided for a special election on Ju n e 6th for 
the purpose of the people deciding upon 
the proposed; constitutional am endm ents 
concerning railroad taxation and the tax­ 
ation of wines, fruit trees, etc., is am ong 
those w hich failed to receive the sanction 
of the Executive. 
An exam ination of the 
section of the Constitution upon the sub­ 
ject of subm itting proposed am endm ents 
to the people will show, however, th at the 
bill does not require Executive approval, 
and that the fixing of the tim e for subm it­ 
ting proposed am endm ents to be voted 
upon is exclusively in the power of the 
Legislature, and over which the Governor 
litis no control or authority. Section 1 of 
Article X V III. of the Constitution says : 
Any amendment or amendments to ibis Con­ 
stitution may lie proposed in the Senate or As­ 
sembly, and if two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two houses shall vote in 
favor thereof, such proposed amendment or 
amendments shall lie entered in the Journals, 
with the yeas and nays taken thereon; and it 
shall lie thr iluty of the Legidedvrc to submit such 
proposed amendment or amendments to the people in 
such manner, and ot such time, and after su*'h pub­ 
lication. a.-’ map be dccntcdeepcdieiU. 
From this clause upon the subject it will 
lie* seen th at it is made the duty of tiie 
Legislature to subm it the am endm ents to 
the people, and not tin* Executive, nor by 
tiie approval of the Executive. T he ap­ 
proval o f the bill by the Governor would 
therefore be superfluous and of no effect. 
The Constitution requires the Legislature to 
fix the tim e when the am endm ents shall 
be voted upon. 
It has done so by both 
houses passing Assembly Bill No. 573, 
which specifics the 6tli ot June next, and 
there is no authority existing to affect or 
change that date. 
A special election will 
therefore be held of necessity on Ju n e 
(illi for the approval or rejection o f the pro­ 
posed constitutional am endm ents. 


1'iirc W ater. 
Eos. U kcobii-Union : The principal topic 
of conversation 
for the last few days, 
among all classes of citizens w ith whom I 
have been brought in contact, lias been the 
very im portant one of our present water 
supply, and the possibility oi im proving it. 
For m yself and those whose opinion I 
have heard expressed, I can say that but 
one sentim ent is entertained, viz : th at it is 
no longer desirable, or even safe, to con­ 
tinue to use water th e pollution of which is 
already so great and so steadily on the in ­ 
crease. 
T he one sole and sim ple question 
is, can we obtain in its stead a good, pure 
and healthful supply, at a price, ami on 
such conditions, that we can afford to se­ 
cure it. 
This is A straight business propo­ 
sition, pure and simple, and, for one, 1 feel 
gratified to know that wc have a Board of 
Trustees conipt-sed of clear-headed, straight­ 
forward business m en to act for the city: 
and yet, w hile believing that they will in 
all respects guard the city’s interests, I beg 
to subm it that in m aking a contract these 
thincs should be considered and secured on 
behalf of the c ity : 
ptrst— T hat no debt shall be incurred by 
o r on account of the city. 
Second—‘4 hat no paym ents shall be made 
to any com pany that proposes to supply us 
wit if water until the work is completed, 
and the w ater actually delivered into our 
city m ains; 
nor then until a sufficient 
time li.'s elapsed for its thorough testing as 
to quantity, quality and pressure, and then 
paym ents to be m ade only us the m oney is 
collected from consumers, at rates to be 
fixed and collected by the City Trustees, 
and paym ents to be m ade only from funds 
so collected, the sam e as the present water 
expenses arc paid. 
T hird—T hat the contract shall be made 
only for a fixed time, to be renewed or dis­ 
continued at the expiration thereof, at the 
option o f the city. 
F ourth—That the prieo to he paid bv the 
city shall be the lowest that can be secured, 
consistent with returning only a fair inter­ 
est upon the money to be expended by the 
company owning the water and water 
rights, in bringing it and delivering it to 
our city. 
W ith these, and such safeguards 
secured, and only w ith them , I feel sure 
our citizens will bail w ith delight the ad­ 
vent to our houses and grounds of 
I T rk W ater.

Senator Stanford M akes a Statem ent. 
New Y o rk , M arch 23d.—The Herald's 
W ashington special sa y s: 
Senator Stan­ 
ford, of California, has, by his presence 
here and attention to his public duties in 
the Senate, quietly put down certain ru ­ 
mors, w hich had been circulated through 
the press by ill-wishers, that the loss of his 
son had in a m easure unsettled his mind. 
No one who sees him or speaks w ith him 
or Mrs. Stanford w ill doubt that both of 
them bear the very grievous blow w ith for­ 
titude and self-possession, and neither of 
them is so engrossed by the great grief as 
to justify the ill-natured and injurious re­ 
ports w hich have been circulated about 
them . 
Mr. Stanford said: 
"T h e appear­ 
ance of such reports in the llerahl does, I 
confess, annoy me, and I would like to see 
the Herald print the tru th about m y wife 
anil myself. 
It is not true th at we have 
obtruded our great grief upon any one. 
The body of our poor dead boy was 
never 
exposed to any gaze whatever. 
Tiie coffin was not opened—not once— 
from 
the tim e it was first closed after 
his death. A good deal has been said of 
Dr. Newm an’s connection w ith all this. 
We m ade the acquaintance of Newman in 
New York through m utual friends. 
He 
had the good taste, w hen he visited us, not 
to allude to our grief and loss, and to talk 
to Mrs. Stanford of other m atters—foreign 
places w hich we all had seen and general 
experiences oi travel. This kind and tact­ 
ful course did win m y heart to him , and 
we saw m uch of him in New York at our 
own desire. H e did not go to California 
with us, and was in tiie Northwest filling 
a series of lecture engagements when we 
left New York. 
I advised him to try to 
get engagem ents also to lecture in Califor­ 
nia, because I believed th at the clim ate 
would be beneficial to bis health. 
I was 
pleased when lie succeeded in this, and 
when 1 m et him in San Francisco we were 
grateful to him for His offer to preach the 
funeral discourse 
upon our poor dead 
boy; nor did Bishop Kip see any im pro­ 
priety in opening an Episcopal church 
to him for that purpose. 
But it is false 
that 1 ever paid 
Newman $10,000, 
or 
any other sum for that. 
H<* has never 
received any m oney from m e ami I rem ain 
his grateful'debtor'to-day for m any kindly 
services, and for true and tactful sym pathy. 
1 have seen a num ber of large estates in ­ 
tended for public and beneficent use, wasted 
by litigation, and, in effect, divided among 
contending lawers. W hen 1 see these false 
reports industriously circulated about our 
‘m onom ania,’ our devotion to ‘spiritualism ,’ 
etc., I seem to see a train laying and a way 
preparing for unscrupulous men to dispute, 
after my death, m y competency to do that 
for t h e 'people of California and for the 
youth of that tétate which i w ant to do. 
I 
see the possibility of another great estate 
going, not where its owners wish it to go, to 
public and good uses, but to some lawyers. 
I am made uneasy lest the purpose w hich 
lies near m y heart and my wife’s m ay be 
defeated by greedy and unscrupulous m en. 
You can see this is not pleasant to either of 
us. T hat is the chief reason why I now 
speak to you in contradiction of ialse re­ 
ports.'' 
Botli Mr. and Mrs. Stanford are cheerful 
and reticent of their grief, and they find 
comfort and em ploym ent o f mind*in the 
working out of that purpose in w hich they 
are united, to give a large part of their 
great fortune during their lives to the best 
uses of the people o f their own State, Cal­ 
ifornia. 
No one who sees them and talks 
with them will for a m om ent credit the 
mean gossip which lias been circulated 
about them , or believe they are giving 
themselves over to undue grief or to selfish 
absorption in their loss. 
They are both in 
excellent health, and will live, it is t¡> be 
hoped, long enough to see their beneficent 
plans carried into full effect. 
T he C e n tral Pacific R ailw ay C om pany. 
New Y ork, March 23d.—The following 
statem ent is givtn out fri in the Central I’a- 
cifie this afternoon : 
“ The Central Pacific 
Company has issued $10,000,00U in convert­ 
ible bonds for the purpose of funding into 
long bonds the greater part of the accum u­ 
lated iloating debt, and to provide for the 
completion of the Oregon division and 
other additions to the property. 
Tiie com­ 
pany expended on construction and better­ 
ment- during tiie past five years nearly 
$10,000,000, not included in the operating 
expenses, and against which no stock or 
bonds were issued, and during the past ten 
years more than $14,000m»o. 
D uring the 
same period the net funded debt decreased 
by land sales and sinking fund nearly 
$8,000,000. The new bonds bear six per 
cent, interest, and run thirty years. 
A l­ 
ready $5,OoO.OOO have been taken at par by 
holders of the unfunded debt. 
A provision 
is m ade in the bonds allowing the conver­ 
sion of tiie principal sum into capital 
stock w ithin eight years, but no exchange 
will be made at less than $50 per share.’’

W a s h in g t o n , March 23d.—After reading 
the journal the Senate went into executive 
session. 
Messengers and door-keepers of the Sen­ 
ate have lieen instructed not to talk to out­ 
siders. 
An additional door-keeper has 
been stationed at the gallery door of the 
Senate opening on the press-room.

purpose is to m ake sure that the publica­ 
tion of executive secrets, which the Sen­ 
ators think lias grown to be an evil great 
in m agnitude, >liall no longer continue. 
A t this w riting (11 o’clock) the Senate is 
in secret session, and is discussing tiie Weil 
an ! La Abra Treaty, and Senators Morgan 
a n t Voorhees have spoken in its support. 
'ih e treaty was not disposed of. 
A m a­ 
jority of the Senate is understood to be in 
ia \|;r of its ratification, but friends of the 
i idfiiiants are trying to talk the treaty to 
death and prevent a reopening of the case. 
The final adjournm ent scorns to be chiefly 
a question of physical endurance. 
Foreign M inisters N om inated and Con­ 
firmed. 
W vsm.NGTos. March 23d.—T he President 
to-day sent to the Senate the following 
nom inations to be Envoys E xtraordinary 
and M inisters Plenipotentiary of the United 
States : Edward J. Phelps, of Verm ont, to 
Great B ritain; Robert McLainc, of M ary­ 
land, to F rance; George II. Pendleton, of 
Ohio, to G erm any; H enry R. Jackson, of 
Georgia, to Mexico. The Senate im m edi­ 
ately confirmed the appointm ents.

Edward J. Phelps is a prom inent lawyer 
of Burlington, Vt. 
H e is about 60 years of 
age and the possessor of a moderate for­ 
tune. 
H e is ex-President of the American 
Bar Association, has practiced before the 
Suprem e Court in W ashington, and is 
highly esteemed as a lawyer and a m an of 
culture. 
He lias several times been the 
Democratic candidate for Governor of Ver­ 
mont, hut. so far as known here, he lias 
never held public office. 
For two years 
past he has delivered lectures on law to t he 
graduating class of Yale College., Mr. 
Phelps is a son of cx-Senator Phelps, of 
V erm ont. Senator Edm unds was his legal 
preceptor. 
Robert M. McLainc is the present Gov­ 
ernor of M aryland. 
, 
H enry Bootes Jackson is a native of 
Georgia, and is 64 years o f age. 
H e gradu­ 
ated from Yale College in 183Í), and shortly 
after wards was adm itted to the Bar. 
He 
was Colonel of a Georgia regiment in the 
Mexican war, and for four succeeding years 
was a Judge in th e eastern circuit o f Geor­ 
gia. 
In 1853 he was sent to represent the 
United States at Vienna, A ustria, where lie 
staved.Jive years. 
During tiie Rebellion be 
was a Southern Brigadier-General and had 
a com m and on the upper Potomac. 
Since 
the war Jackson has practiced law in Geor­ 
gia. 
H e has of late years held no public 
office. 
H e is a m an 
o f independent 
fortune, 
and 
highly 
indorsed 
by 
prom inent 
m en 
of 
his 
State.

P en d leton ’s A ppointm ent. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 23d.—The nom ina­ 
tion of Pendleton to the German mission 
is the first official recognition given the 
Democracy of Ohio, and it is the m ore sig­ 
nificant that this one is bestowed upon the 
representative of the m inority faction of 
that party, ihe faction which the Pavncs, 
McLeans’ and Standard Oil Company have 
successfully opposed. T hurm an would not 
accept a foreign mission. The A dm inis­ 
tration, therefore, took th en ex t most prom ­ 
inent representative of the so-called “ moss- 
backs" in the person of Pendleton. 
Mc­ 
Lean's friends here claim that Pendleton 
was originally booked for M inister to Eng­ 
land. but that their influence was sufficient 
to keep him out of that place. 
Pendleton 
is possessed of a fortune, w hich w ill enable 


him , w ith his salary, to creditably re p re-' 
sent this Governm ent at Berlin. 
H e will 
be CO years of age on the 19th of July, but 
does riot look above 50. 
H e served as Rep­ 
resentative in Congress during the war, 
having been a m em ber of th e Thirty- 
fifth, 
Thirty-sixth, 
Thirty-seventh and 
Thirty-eighth Congresses. 
In 1864 lie ac­ 
cepted the nom ination for Vice-President ¡ 
on the ticket w ith McClellan, w hich was 1 
overw helm ingly beaten by Lincoln and 
Johnson. 
In Í869 he was elected to the 
Senate by the Democrats of Ohio, but was 
beaten for re-election by Payne. 
The K epublicans and th e A dm inistration. 


W a s h i n g t o n , M arch 23d.—The Star to­ 
night says: “ Mr. Blaine feels friendly 
toward M r.Cleveland, and thinks it will be 
the duty of the Republicans in Congress to 
give him every possible backing in carry­ 
ing out the policy be has laid down. A 
large m ajority of the Republicans agree 
with Mr. Blaine in this. 
They expect to 
see m any Democrats repudiate Cleveland if 
lie lives up to his promises. T hey expect 
to see a large faction of Democrats oppos­ 
ing him in Congress next winter, and they 
have determ ined that 
they will stand 
by 
him . 
There is no disposition 
in 
the Senate to oppose any nom inations lie 
m ay send in, except on such grounds as 
they would oppose them if sent in by a 
Republican President, and they will treat 
all his recom m endations w ith 
respect. 
Leading Republicans, who form the opin­ 
ions and policy of their party in the House, 
say that from w hat they can judge of his 
policy at this tim e, and from his public 
declarations, they do not expect Mr. Cleve­ 
land to follow any line of action in which 
he would not receive their indorsem ent 
and hearty support. 
Should there be a 
split in the 
Democratic party growing 
out of the discontent of those Democrats 
who looked for a complete revolution of 
affairs when the Democratic President 
came into power, the Republicans say they 
will rush into the breach and support 
Cleveland. 
Moreover, if the Democrats 
oppose the new A dm inistration in the 
H ouse two years hence, when the next 
Congressional election comes off, the Re­ 
publicans will m ake then an issue in the 
campaign, and try to beat the anti-Cleve­ 
land and anti-civil service reform m en, on 
the grounds that they are more interested 
in the split than in an honest governm ent. 
The Republicans are united in this, and 
they will be found in the next Congress to 
stand with Cleveland in everything, except 
it m ay be the tariff. They don’t know how 
he Stands on that.”

The Sheriff had 
made his returns, saying they could not be 
found in the county, and the most im­ 
portant witness of all, he stated, was now 
in China. Of the six white witnesses, who 
appeared before the Grand Jury, three 
were dead, namely : 
Charles E. Newton, 
II. G. Kendall and E. M. Skaggs. 
Their 
evidence was the strongest in tiie case, that 
of the other three. C. C. Brown, William 
15. Hamilton and Samuel Harvey, was not 
of that character to secure a conviction. 
The principal witnesses being dead, and 
others out of the country, a prima facie case 
could not be made, and none of the cases 
presented to a jury in such a way as to se­ 
cure conviction.

O ur supply, as every one knows, 
has us s o u r e r in the adjacent m ountains, and if 
it reach cd us in its norm al condition w ould lie 
unsurpassed In purity and adaptability to our 
requirem ents. 
But w hat is th e true state of 
a ffa ir-' iu all countries and in all ago- rivers 
and stream s of w ater are aud have Iveen th e 
natural sew ers of a country. 
i.egislate as yon 
m ay. cuaet th e most stringent law s |a»s.sible for 
the m aúllen.;;!.■■* of our w ater-eours-s in a pure 
aud healthful condition, fence them in if you 
choose aud place w atchm en upon th eir banks 
at every m ile o f th eir course and yet the am ount 
o f filth and nastiness th at will gain access to 
them w ill he incalculable. 
•• Inourow -.lease, although that portion of terri­ 
tory through w hich Our water flows before it 
reaches c- is but spar-.* y settled, yet th e am ount ¡ 
of filth em ptied into it daily from the tim e it 
takes its faint beginnings iu th e farther regions 
of tlie Sierras until it reaches our doors, w ill 
surprise acv o f you if you but endeavor to form 
an estim ate. Add to this the various tributaries 
o f the Sacram ento, F'eather. V ola and Am eri­ 
can rivers: oon-idcr tlu* num ber of people liv­ 
ing upon and adjacent to these stream s, th e cat­ 
tle, t.orses, hogs, sheep, dogs, cats, aud th e 1 sirii 
know s w hat n o t: Hie filth deposited from th e 
various steam ers and crafts sailing u p o j the 


navigable portion of the Sacram ento, and reflect 
upon th e fact th a t th e waste m atter, th a t which 
is cast off as being of no further use. is all, or 
nearly all, directly or indirectly, em ptied into 
these stream s and’carried to our doors, aud there 
pum ped into our hydrants, and then, w ithout 
th e slightest attem pt a t purification, used for 
drinking and all o th er dom estic purposes. But 
we are told th a t it com es to us so largely diluted 
th a t any deleterious properties it m ay contain 
are reduced to the m inim um . 
N evertheless, it 
com es to us, and it is im pregnated w ith tho 
character of filth referred to, together w ith an 
occasional corpse and th e carcasses of thou­ 
sands of dead und decom posing anim als, and 
vet we drink aud use it daily, and w ithout re- 
Bcctioif or protest. A ud has it ever occurred to 
vou. Mr. President, th a t several hundred prison­ 
ers. m any of whom are the offscourings of tlie 
earth, diseased w ith syphilis and other constitu­ 
tional and com m unicable diseases, are* daily 
casting all of th eir filth into th e A m erican river 
about tw enty m iles above the suction pipes 
w hich supply us w ith w ater? And believing as 
I do in tlie germ theory o f disease, aud know ing 
w ater to be one o f the’ best carriers of m any of 
the deleterious germ s, I am convinced th at from 
this source alone we are in great danger. 
“ At irregular intervals for the past tw enty years 
or m ore typhoid fever lias suddenly and inex­ 
plicably appeared am ongst us, and each tim o 
claim ed a num ber of victim s. As physicians 
and conservators of th e public h ealth we en­ 
deavored upon each occasion to ascertain its 
origin and cause, aud by pretty general consent 
It was attrib u ted to foul and defective sewers 
and sewer-pipes. 
.1 for one believe ou r sewers 
to be productive of m uch sickness and m any 
d eaths annually, yet a careful inquiry into the 
m atter has led to th e conclusion that th e sew­ 
ers. iike the hum an livers, are 
convenient 
things to blam e, w hereas the real cause, the 
fon¡> et origo m ali, is som ething entirely differ­ 
ent. 
In th e instances referred to I feel m orally 
certain th at ottr sewe s had but little to do w ith 
causing our fevers, and th a t the real cause 
should be ascribed to our drinking water. 
"W hether or not typhoid fever can ever be 
originated de novo, and result from th e com bi­ 
nation o f such tilth as 1 have alluded to. to 
w hieh m ust lie added th e accum ulated filth 
and refuse stored up iu tens of thousands of 
acres of tule lauds and expost d to an alm ost 
torrid tem perature for several m onths o f tlie 
year, I shall not attem pt to discuss to-night; 
but aside from this reasonably probable source 
or cause, w ho can say th at a single case of 
tvphoid fever occurring at M arysville, at Fol­ 
som, at Colusa, at K nights Banding, or at some 
other point accessible to any of tlie rivers or 
stream s above us, was not the real cause o f the 
prevalence of the disease in our m idst on one 
or all tlu* occasions referred to. I believe it to 
be m ore th an probable." 
Dr. Cluness here gave tlie w ell-know n illus­ 
tration o f typhoid fever having been com m uni­ 
cated by m eans of m ilk served from a dairy sit­ 
uated upon th e ban k o f a stream in E ngland 
w hich flowed contiguous to a privy upon prem ­ 
ises w here a patient had died of typhoid fever. 
T he doctor concluded his iuteresting aud forci­ 
ble rem arks as follows: 
_ _ 
“ In view, therefore, of all these facts it is not 
probable at least th at we, w ho d riu k of th e Sac­ 
ram ento river w ater and use no other for any 
purpose, are in constant danger. 
1 have no 
doubt of it. Mr. President, and 1 am u n q u ali­ 
fiedly of the opinion tliut. from a sanitary point 
o f view, we should abandon our present supply 
and obtain th at w hich is pure and clear us soon 
as possible. 
“ But there is an econom ic side to tlie question, 
aud we are told th at it w ill cost about S25,0tX) 
annually in excess of our present expenditure. 
W hile I doubt the correctness of this statem ent, 
let it be granted th at this is a fair estim ate of 
the additional eost to our citizens for an equally 
abundant supply o f pure and clear, iustead of 
th at w hich is now supplied of filthy disease- 
breed in g an d im pure water. 
H ealth is w ealth, 
say our political econom ists; and if m y proposi­ 
tion be correct regarding th e unhealthfuluess of 
our w ater, surely ito one will consider th e addi­ 
tional expense excessive, provided it w ill pur­ 
chase a pine and heallhtul supply. 1 venture 
th e assertion th a t this am ount is annually paid 
to doctors alone in excess o f w hat they would 
otherw ise receive w ere our w ater free from dis­ 
ease-breeding germ s. And this is but a m oiety of 
th e unnecessary expense w ith w hich our citizens 
arc annual lv taxed because o f our im pure water, 
for if yon add to this the druggists' and Burees 
bills, and the num erous other item s incident to 
sickness, such as loss of tim e and waste o ‘ labor, 
tlie am ount w ill be found to surpass all expecta­ 
tion, even if you exclude tlie greatest expendi­ 
ture o f all, tlie unnecessary waste of life; A nd 
w ho th at has ever paid a plum ber's bill but 
know s th a t a large percentage of it wits litrib u - 
table to the injury done his faucets and pipes by 
th e sand and grit’ iu the w ater. Instead th e re ­ 
fore. o f finding fault w ith our plum bers Tor the 
exorbitance of th eir bills, it occurs to m e th a t 
our im pure w ater should first com e in for its 
proportion o f m alediction. 
Again, w ho th at 
ow ns a buggy or vehicle o f any kind but has 
an n u ally or biennially realized th at the stem of 
painting and varnishing w ould be m aterially 
lessened were the w ater used for cleansing them 
irec from sand and earthy m aterials. 
“ It was only this m orning th at a gentlem an 
who keeps a sm all stable and a few horses aud 
vehicles inform ed m e th n t if tlie w ater lie used 
could be freed from sand, lie could dispense 
w ith the services o f one m an, thus saving him 
annually ten tim es tlie am ount now paitl for 
water. A nother keeping a large stable inform ed 
me th a t he could likew ise dispense w ith one o f 
his m en, and, besides, would save i t OuO an ­ 
nually in w ear and tear. T h eo p in ia n o f several 
others is also, tp th e sisireetieet. A nd if you 
consider the esthetic side o f th e question: or 
f'tiasider 
th e 
dam age 
done to our m oral 
natures 
by 
being 
com pelled 
to 
drink 
and 
use’ 
such 
foul 
disease-breeding 
stuff, w ho can form any estim ate o f the expense? 
There are those who m ay ridicule this aspect of 
th e question, but it is an im portant factor in the 
problem , and one deserving serious considera­ 
tion. The tru th is, Mr. P resident, th at wv have 
sO 'Tingbeen accustom ed to regard oor w ater os 
being pure and healthful, because it com es from 
the eternal snow s of thiSm ouiitains w ithin sight 
of our doors, th at » e n e y r take into considera­ 
tion the im purities it c i» tains, or th e danger to 
those w ho use it. 
“ I had intended referring briefly to the bene­ 
fits th a t w ould of necessity follow the introduc­ 
tion of a purer and eftarer supply, but have 
already occupied too irS eh of your tim e. 
But 
aside from Hi is. I believe th a t self-preservation 
dem ands th at a rad icalflia u g e should be m ade, 
and I am giad that th e alarm -bell lias been 
sounded, an d trust it qfcil continue to ring in 
th e ears of our city iaihdt s u n til th ey w ill fully 
appreciate its m e a n in g ja n d give us an ab u n ­ 
dant supply o f pure ninnrlcnr w ater.” 
Dr. H.H . Tyrrell said : “ As bus been said by 
the essayist, th e general* characteristics of good 
w ater are clearness, 11| edom from ta-te and 
odor, coolness:, good m n ■tion and a certain de- 
•gree of softness, rendering it useful am i satis­ 
factory for all dom estic purposes. 
If we com ­ 
pare Sacram ento w ater 6 this standard we find 
th a t it possesses but three of the requisite qual­ 
ities of good w ater, viz S coolness, aeration and 
softness. It is not clearJan d ut certain seasons 
o f the year its odor is * ..m inable aud its taste 
obvious. T hat this is (d u e to the im m ense 
am ount o f m arsh w ateá w ith its accum ulation 
c f dead fish, decaying lu gs, ea’tie, etc., th a t are 
drained into il, I have B<> doubt, and w hen we 
add to this the sewage and excreta Irom the 
towns, villages and h o d es oil th e banks of the 
rivers above us, em ptfiiug th eir accum ulated 
tilth into our river, the w onder is how we escape 
as well as we do. 
I In i not forget ml of Hie 
fact that a vast inajofltv of^ our people are la­ 
boring un d er tlie delusion th a t a flowing stream 
purifies itself in a fetw miles. Chem istry tes­ 
tifies o therw ise: or th e luisón m ay be so diluted 
us to be beyond c h e n le a l analysis, yet there 
m ay lie sufficient mior*>-org.inic m atter sus­ 
pendo! therein to u n * u d e r, w hen taken into 
ih e hum an system , th e lu nt m alignant of fatal 
ai.-eases. 
We will adm it tlie tru th th a t w ater 
containing sewage lias been used tim e and 
again w ithout producing apparently any dele­ 
terious effects; but it F also as true th at if ty­ 
phoid Tevef Or cholera or other infectious genos 
are pre -cut they w ill convey the infection, 
w heltier dceomjKjsed or not.

edly the cause of m uch preventable sickness 
w hich is now looked upon and accepted from 
fore ot habit as a norm al condition.

n ess but will forbear: we all m ust acknowledge 
its tru th . A nother point not to be forgotten, as 
rem arked by Dr. i-imnions, is the liability to m a­ 
larial disease engendered by the w ater w hich

drainage from m arsh and tule lauds, is a fertile 
cause of tlie m alarial disease is beyond dispute.

- irse w ith strung* re, an d if we could eith er 
clear our w ater and rem ove as m uch as jzjssible 
of itsorganir m atter before delivering it through 
the service pipes, or get a still better supply of 
.. ater front other sources, our city would not re­ 
gret th e cost thereof. O urincreased population, 
increA-cd fix ab le property, the. saving in the 
w ear am i te a r of m achinery, w ould soon pay 
Uie cos . 
1 th in k we ought to agitate th is ques­ 
tion until we can obtain for our city a w ater 
supply clear, cool, healthful and abundant.” 
Dr. ’W allace A. Briggs said : 
“ 1 desire to cx- 
press my hearty concurrence in th e general 
tenor o i opinion expressed by Dr. Sitnm ous aud 
o th er m em bers of th e society. The keynote of 
the situation w as sounded by reference to Uie 
Sacram ento ut low w ater as the drainage canal 
fur th e cities and tow ns aud th e im m ense tulc 
basins along its banks. 
During th e late sum m er 
and fall these basins are covered w ith the 
rankest vegetation urn! furnish pasturage for 
im m ense herds of cnule and s h e e p : during 
the w inter they 
fill w ith 
the w ashings of 
fo 'th ill pasture- and the overflow 
ot the 
riv er; during th e early sum m er they dis­ 
charge th eir infusion o f deeom|s>sing vegeta­ 
r o n . anim al excreta and cadavers—into our 
se w ers: No; into our w ater m ains: 
If this 
infusion Is innocuous we m ust at once revise 
our treatises on hygiene. 
Is tlietc any prospect 
o f ou r pre-cut w ater supply im proving ? None 
w hatever. On thecontrnry, we m ay reasonably 
cxp.'ct it to deteriorate. Tlu* tul * basins are 
c >u-;antiy enlarging, ¡he luot-hiUs are licing 
constantly denuded, and thcirsur. acc-w ash cor­ 
respondingly increased: the population dis­ 
charging it-, sew age into Ihe river is constantly 
m ultiplying. 
W hile in this way the degree of 
pollution will certainly be increased, it will 
probably be still further increased by a dim iuu- 
rioii in tlie volum e of river w ater proper. 
As 
the m ountains are denuded th e m e r w ill 
i,-sum e a more: torrential ch aracter; in the w et 
season i; w ill k extrem ely high ; in the dry, ex ­ 
trem ely low. 
T here w ill he m ore tilth and less 
w aterto d ilute it. 
** F'or two m onths o f last year this w ater was 
not potable In a hygienic sense, and tor three 
w eeks it was positively revolting. 
During this 
tim e it had a fishy ta-te am i odor m ore suggest­ 
ive of m edieval m edicine than of nnajern d rin k ­ 
ing water. 
Of course, it is Useless to argue w ith 
the m an w ho says this w ater 'is good enough 
for m e.’ 
We m ay eith er ironically agree w ith 
him o r kindly recom m end him to’ a course of 
electricity. 
“ At its best our river w ater is offensive to the 
eye : at its worst, it is disgusting to every souse 
w ith w hich kind Providence has endow ed us in 
- *lf-defense against disease. 
I am in favor of ft 
better w ater -supply <>n esthetic, on econom ic 
and on hygienic grounds.” 
It. is no argum ent in favor of our present 
w ater supply th a t so far no serious W idespread 
p .ague o r epidem ic has therefrom devastated 
our city. W ith an ever decreasing flow o f w ater 
by th e "filling up ol our river bed, and as a con­ 
stant increase in th e polluting nod poisoning 
sewage is daily m ingled w ith it. it is inevitable 
th a t soon m ust com e the dreadful calam ity, the 
postponem ent Of w hieh is urged as R reason for 
further delay. It needs but tlie breaking out of 
a - m ail-pox or typhoid epidem ic in the F’olsom 
P rison, o r in t he towns whose excrem ent n. ingles 


w ith o u td rin k in g w ater, to bring tipon us the 
penalty o f crim inal delay in th is sll- m portant 
m atter, aud m ake those o f us w ho shall survive 
to m ourn th e loss of our loved ones, th e victim s 
o f unavailing regret at our short-sighted, pennv- 
wise and pound-foolish policy. We cannot a’f- 
forii;to longer thus fly in th e face o f Providence. 
It can never be know n how m any of us are to- 
dav carrying about w ith us th e seeds of disease in 
blood, liver or kidneys, to be hereafter d e­ 
veloped into afflictions w hich shall bring final 
death as a welcom e deliverance, insiduousiy , 
sown there by th e w ater we are com pelled tó i 
driuk. 
How m any of those w ho have been laid 
beneath th e sods of ou r cem etery by th e fell 
stroke of m alarial fevers are there by the direct 
influence o f th e poisons in the w ater we gave 
them to drink. 
T here is one other direction in w hich we have 
been and still are taking chances, w hieh has 
not received due consideration; one w hich not 
even the fearful exam ple of Chicago, whose 
calam ity laid under contribution th e ch arity of 
tlie civilized world, has caused us to fully real­ 
ize. I refer to the danger of the breaking down 
o f our present pum ping apparatus at the crit­ 
ical m om ent ot a large fire, w hich w ould or 
m ight involve us in a loss like th a t o f fire- 
stricken Chicago. T hat it never has happened 
is no guarantee th a t it w ill not take place. 
F'aith is a good thing, but in th e ease of a fire 
an inexhaustible supply o f w ater, w ith a press­ 
ure w hich can fail only by a suspension by 
nature o f h e r law of gravitation, is m uch bet­ 
ter. W hy, it w as but a few days ago th a t a lire 
actually broke out in the rooms of th e pum ping 
w orks them selves, and was the occasion of the 
tu rning in of an alarm . If we do not heed such 
a gentle rem inder as this, at whose door can w e 
lay the blam e of the loss am i destruction w hich 
we shall some day suffer?

There is danger in it, 
and we llave no 1 iglit to conclude from the ap­ 
parent innocuonsness of a given water, as ex­ 
emplified by those who habitually use it, that it 
is a standard of purity.

“ Oneof the most interesting questions in­ 
volved in this subject is that of the seli-purifica- 
tion of running water. * * * The English 
lti'-ers Pollution Commission are emphatic- in 
the denial of any such purification, at least to 
anv appreciable extent. The result of all tho 
examinations made by tbis learned commission 
is thus summed u p : ‘ We are led in each case to 
the inevitable conclusion that the oxidation of 
the organic matter in sewers proceeds with ex­ 
treme slowness, even when the sewage is mixed 
with a large body of unpolluted water, and that 
it is impossible to say how rar such water must 
flow before the sewage matter becomes tbor- 
oughlv oxidized. It will be sale to niter, how­ 
ever from the above resuds. that tuero is no 
river in the I nited Kingdom long enough to 
effect the destruction of setvago by oxidation. 
Seventh Keport of the State Board ot Uealtli, 
IS-SO and to-U. page 74: " Pure water isa neces- 
siiv of lire it is essential not loss to the happi­ 
ness than to the health of the people; and yet it 
i« one of the things most difficult to obtain. The 
u-.- nf impure water is now generally recog­ 
nized as a common cause of disease, and to 110 
other single agent, or combination of agents, 
au- to be more generally attributed those sud­ 
den outbreaks of disease by which communities 
are sometimes aiilict-cd. So oilier fact ill sani­ 
tary science is more firmly settled than that of 
the connection between impure water and dis­ 
ease. * * * ’ It is notorious that the sewage 
from towns situated along the banksol our prin­ 
cipal lit ers—notablv the ¡sacramento—has been 
emptied nr permitted to How therein at all sea­ 
sons rf the year; that the refuse horn dwellings 
and sometimes from pig-pens, stables and 
privies, has been discharged therein, with the 
full knowledge 011 the part of property owners 
itnd ih authorities that this water forms the 
principal or only source of supply for nearly 
:¡0.000 people living below them. 
‘Nor. looking especially at e Sacra liento 
river, nre these the only sources of deuieinent. 
The Feather river adds its quota from settle­ 
ments hut a few li-ilcs above its junction with 
t he Sacramento, and. as if to till up the measure 
of the misfortuue of those coin pel led to use this 
water, the American pours ils streams of filth 
from settlements along its hanks and from five 
or six hundred hiimaii bciiurs i’iclosed within 
the walls of the Stale Prison tit Folsom. 
The disposal of the sewage of towns or of large 
public institutions is besot with difficulties, nod 
the easiest solution of the <problem—the most 
natural place of discharge for towns built ii]>on 
the bank of a river, is the river itself. It saves 
much inconvenience and expense; it affords the 
spe“diest and most effective method of getting 
rid of that which all desire to have removed as 
far «rom them as possible: and, too commonK.

The question of the contamina­ 
tion of streams by sewage, and of the different 
measures .proposed for the disjKisal of tills 
trouble-ome agent, was hilly discussed in the 
report of the state Hoard o Health for 1S77--79. 
It '-.Viis títere shown that, according to the liest 
authorities, while running streams do have the 
power, to a slight extent, to oxidize the 
sewage with which they have been contami­ 
nated, tlii- oxidation takes place so slowly, and 
so iueousiderabiv. as io he auuost inappreciable 
by chemical test’s, and I hat. to use the emphatic 
language of the English Commission, composed 
of men especially fitted to pursue sucli an in­ 
vestigation. it is impossible to say how fan such 
water must continue 1o flow before the sewage 
it contains; becomes thoroughly oxidized. It is 
further shown that the apparent iunocuousness 
of such v. :.ter is mainly due to the conservative 
agency of dfintion; that the greater the dilution 
the less the danger: and that water containing 
ev il an excess of w hat is commonly considered 
to be a sale amount of sewage, may often be 
used with impunity, until ' upon the outbreak 
of an epidemic of t yphoid fever or of cholera, 
its presence is made known bv fearful demon­ 
strations of fatality.' * * * Admitting these 
facts which arc believed to be ineoutestible. 
the question instinctively forces itself upon the 
mind as to the position in which the population 
of Sacramento w ould he placed should an epi­ 
demic of any oncot these diseases appear at the 
State Prison’ at Folsom, only 22 (# ro miles dis- 
taut, or at Mary sville, 60 miles above us.

The sloughs 
and tules contain great quantities ol decaying 
animals and tislios, and when the nvers are 
at their lowest stage they -dram into 
and commingle with the water or our river 
iheir accumulations of decayed animal and 
vegetable matter, and poisoning the source of 
our supplv. 1 know it is contended that running 
water purifies itself, which I admit it does to a 
certain extent, the matter held in suspension, 
which is the least injurious, being precipitated, 
but that held in absolute solution, es}>ecia!iythe 
most injurious, still remains. 
“ I am not one to raise false alarms : but I do 
believe we ought to take some steps towards im­ 
proving tiie quality of the water we are now 
using." 
Hr. Nichols referred to reports of former 
Boards of Health of this city, (¡noting from 
Drs. Hatch, llarkness, hogan and others. He 
then referred to the experience ol other cities 
which obtain their water by pumping from ad­ 
jacent rivers, specially noting that of 1 hiladel- 
phia Trenton. Washington, Chicago and To­ 
ronto. In all these cities tho necessity for some 
other source of supply can 110 longer be dis­ 
guised. and in each case many millions ol dol- 
fare will be expended in meeting it.

But let our climate 
bo -ver v. fu\ omfde and our food ever so whole­ 
some and abondant, ft is certain that sickncs 
and premature dentil must speedily follow i 
our w ater U» insulliccicnt in quanti y or impure 
in quality. Our supply, as every one knows, 
has its soil roe in the adjacent mountains, and if 
it reached u*j in its normal condition would be 
unsurpassed in purity and adaptability to our 
requirements. But ’what is the true state of 
aflaurs? lu all countries and in all ages rivers 
and .-rreams of water are and have l>ccu the 
natural sewers of a country, legislate as you 
may, enact the most stringent laws possible for 
the’main ten a nee of our water-con rses in a pure 
and healthful condition, fence them in if you 
choose and place watchmen upon their banks 
at every mile of their course and yet the amount 
of filth and nastiness that will gain access to 
them will !*e incalculable.

knows what not : the filtli dejiosited from the 
various steamers and crafts sailing upo a the 


navigable portion of the Sacramento, and reflect 
upon the fact that the waste matter, that which 
is cast off as being of no further use. is all, or 
nearly all, directly or indirectly, emptied into 
these streams aud carried to our doors, aud there 
pumped into our hydrants, aud then, without 
the slightest attempt at purification, used for 
drinking and all other domestic purposes. But 
we are told that it comes to us so largely diluted 
timt any deleterious properties it may contain 
are reduced to the minimum. Nevertheless, it 
conies to us, and it is impregnated with the 
character of filth reic-rred to, together with au 
occasional corpse and the carcasses of thou­ 
sands of dead und decomposing animals, and 
vet we drink and use it daily, and without re­ 
flection or protest. Aud has it ever occurred to 
you. Mr. President, that several hundred prison­ 
ers. many of whom are the offscourings of the 
earth, diseased with syphilis and other constitu­ 
tional and communicable diseases, are daily 
casting all of their filth into the American river 
about twenty miles above the suction pipes 
which supply us with water? And believing as 
I do in the germ theory of disease, and knowing 
water to be one of the best carriers of many of 
the deleterious genus, 1 am convinced that from 
tliis source alone we are in great danger. 
“At irregular intervals for the past twenty years 
or more typhoid fever lias suddenly and inex­ 
plicably appeared amongst us, and cacli timo 
claimed a number of victims. As physicians 
and conservators of the public health we en­ 
deavored ui>on each occasion to ascertain its 
origin and cause, and by pretty general consent 
it was attributed to foul and defective sewers 
and sewer-pipes. .1 for one believe our sewers 
to be productive of much sickness and many 
deaths annually, yet a careful inquiry into the 
matter has led to the conclusion that the sew­ 
ers. like the human livers, are convenient 
things to blame, whereas the real cause, the 
fous et origo mali, is somethiug entirely differ­ 
ent. In the instances referred to H eel morally 
certain that our sewe s liad but little to do with 
causing our fevers, and that the real cause 
should be ascribed to our drinking water. 
-W hether or 1101 typhoid fever can ever be 
originated de novo, and result from the combi­ 
nation of such tiltil as I have alluded to. to 
which must be added the accumulated filth 
and refuse stored up in tens of thousands of 
acres of tule lauds and exposi d to an almost 
torrid temperature for several months of the 
year. 1 shall not attempt to discuss to-night; 
but aside from this reasonably probable source 
or cause, who can say that a single case of 
tvphoid lever occurring at Marysville, at l-’ol- 
sbm, ut Colusa, at Knights Landing, or at some 
other point accessible to any of t lie rivers or 
streams above us, was not the real cause of the 
prevalence of the disease in our midst on one 
or all the occasions referred to. i believe it to 
be more than probable.” 
Dr. Cluuess here gave the well-known illus­ 
tration of typhoid fever having been communi­ 
cated by means of milk served from a dairy sit­ 
uated iipou the bank of a stream iu England 
which flowed contiguous to a privy upon prem­ 
ises where a patient had died of typhoid fever. 
The doctor concluded his interesting and forci­ 
ble remarks as follows: 
“In view, therefore, of all these facts it is not 
probable at least that we, who drink of the Sac­ 
ramento river water and use no other lor any 
purpose, are in constant danger. I have no 
doubt of it, Mr. President, and i am unquali­ 
fiedly of the opinion that, from a sanitary ¡«lint 
of view, we should abandon our present supply 
and obtain that which is pure and clear as soon 
as possible. 
“ But there is an economic side to the question, 
and we are told that it will cost about $25,000 
annually in excess of our present expenditure. 
While i doubt the correctness of this statement, 
let it be granted that this is a fair estimate of 
the additional cost to our citizeus for ail equally 
abundant supply of pure aud clear, instead of 
that which is now supplied of liftliy disease- 
breeding and impure water. Health is wealth, 
say our political economists ; and if my proposi­ 
tion be correct regarding the uiihcalthiuluess of 
our water, surely no one will consider the addi­ 
tional expense excessive, provided it will pur­ 
chase a puie aud healthful supply. I venture 
the assertion that this amount is annually paid 
to doctors alone in excess of what they would 
otherwise receive were our water free from dis­ 
ease-breeding germs. And this is but a moiety of 
the unnecessary expense with which our citizens 
are annually taxed because of our impure water, 
for if vou add to this the druggists’ and Wines’ 
bills, and the numerous other items incident to 
sickness, such us loss of time and waste o r labor, 
the amount will be found to surpass all expecta­ 
tion. even if you exclude the greatest expendi­ 
ture of all, the unnecessary waste of life. And 
who that lias ever paid a plumber's bill but 
knows that a large percentage of it, was attribu­ 
table to tho injury done his faucets and pipes by 
the sand and grit in the water. Instead there­ 
fore. of finding fault with our plumbers for the 
exorbitance of their bills, it occurs to Die that 
our impure water should first come in for its 
proportion of malediction. Again, who that 
owns u buggy or vehicle of any kind but lias 
annually or biennially realized that the item of 
painting’ and varnishing would be materially 
lessened were the water used for cleansing them 
free from sand and earthy materials. 
"It was only this morning that a gentleman 
who keeps a small stable and a few horses aud 
vehicles informed me that if the water he used 
could be freed from saud. he could dispense 
with the services of one man, thus saving him 
annually ten times the amount now paid for 
water. Another keeping a large stable informed 
me that he could likewise dispense with one oi 
his men, and, besides, would save it 0ÚO an­ 
nually in wear and tear. The opinion of several 
others is also to the satiie-efiect. And if you 
consider the esthetic side of the question, or 
•eeHiidcT the damage done to our moral 
nut -ros by 
being compelled 
to drink 
and 
use’ 
such 
foul disease-breeding 
stuff,who can form any estimate of the expense ? 
There are those who may ridicule this aspect of 
the question, but it is an important factor in the 
problem, and one deserving serious considera­ 
tion. The truth is, Mr. President, that i\v have 
MlTtng been accustomed to reeard our water as 
being pure and healthful, because it comes from 
tiie eternal snow s of tbif mountains within sight 
of our (Tiers, that we uov- r lake into considera­ 
tion the impurities it ciftitains, or Hie danger to 
those who use it. 
Í 
“ I had intended referring briefly to the bene­ 
fits that would of lieeexshy follow the introduc­ 
tion of a purer aud clearer supply, but have 
already occupied too m*ch of your time. But 
aside from this. I believe that self-preservation 
demands that a radicallhaoge should be made, 
and I am glad that the alarm-bell lias been 
sounded, and trust it \«¡ll continue to ring in 
tho curs of our city fatbits until they will fully 
appreciate its m eaningland give us an abun­ 
dant supply of pure aii'iclear water.” 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell said : " As has been said by 
the essayist, the geueraBcharacteristics of good 
water are clearness, liedom from taste and 
odor, coolness, good ac-n-cion and a certain de­ 
gree of softness, rendering it useful and satis­ 
factory for all domestic purposes. If we com­ 
pare Sacramento water 1\ this standard we find 
that it possesses butthrtc oi the requisite qual­ 
ities ot good water, vizi coolness, aeration and 
softness. It is not clear,! and at certain reasons 
of the year its odor is abominable and its taste 
ohviou-j. That this ¡s|duv to the immense 
ainonui of marsh water, with its accumulation 
■-1 dead tish, decaying liigs, cattle, etc.. that are 
drained into it, I have |<> doubt, and when we 
add to this the sewage and excreta Irom the 
towns, villages and hoot es on the banks of the 
rivers above us, emptjsug their accumulated 
filth into our river, the fonder is how we escape 
as well as we do. I am not forgetful of the 
fact that a vast majonty of our ¡>eo¡¡le arc la­ 
boring under the delusion that a flowing stream 
purifies itself in a foil* miles. Chemistry tes­ 
tifies otherwise: ortho poison may be so diluted 
as to be beyond chenlcal analysis, yet there 
mav be sufficient micro-organic matter sus­ 
pended therein to endtiidi-r, when taken into 
die human system, the inost malignant of fatal 
diseases. We will admit the truth that water 
containing sewage lias been used time and 
again without producing apparently any dele­ 
te: ions effects; but it ft also ils true that if ty­ 
phoid 'ever or cholera or other infectious germs 
are present they will convey the infection, 
whether decomposed or not. 
•• The detection of sew age in water hy chemi­ 
cal means is therefore of no moment, the point 
of interest is its coutamiuati n : and if this is 
proved, the water is dangerous, no matter how 
well filtered the sewage may he. aud is undoubt- 
cdly the cause of much preventable sickness 
which is now looked upon and accepted from 
force o: habit as a normal condition. 1 might 
multiply the evidence upon this point to weari­ 
ness, but will forbear; we all must acknowledge 
its truth. Another point not to be forgotten, as 
remarked by Dr. Fimmons, is the liability to ma­ 
larial disease engendered by the water which 
s past our drroi s. That water.contaminated by 
drainage from marsh and tule lands, is a fertile 
cause of the malarial disease is beyond dispute, 
i am quite sure that numbers of invalids would 
come here to enjoy the benefits of our delightful 
climate, did they not fear the muddy water and 
its effects. 1 hear it ng.iin nnd again iu my iu- 
tercourse with strangers, and if we could either 
clear our water and remove as much as ¡lossible 
oi itsorganic matter before delivering it through 
the service ¡lines, or get a still better supply of 
-.ater irom other sources, our city would not re­ 
gret the cost thereof. Ourinereased population, 
increased taxable property, the saving in the 
wear and tear of machinery, would soon pay 
the cos’. 1 think we ought to agitate this ques­ 
tion until in can obtain for our city a water 
supply clear, cool, healthful and abundant.“ 
Dr. Wallace A. Briggs said: "1 desire to ex­ 
press my hearty concurrence in the general 
tenor of opinion expressed by Dr. Simmons and 
other members of the society. The keynote of 
the situation was sounded by reference to the 
Sacramento at low water as the drainage canal 
for the cities anil towns and the immense tule 
basins along ils banks. During the late summer 
an.I fall these basins are covered with tin- 
rankest vegetation and furnish pasturage for 
immense herds of cuttle and sheep; during 
the winter they fill with the washings of 
foothill pastures and the overflow ot Hie 
river; during the early summer they dis­ 
charge their infusion of decomposing vegeta- 
1.011. animal excreta and cadavers—into our 
sowers " No; into our water mains! It Ibis 
infusion is innocuous we must at once revise 
our treatises on hygiene. Is tlieie any prospect 
of our present water supply improving? None 
whatever. On thecontrary, we may reasonably 
expm it to deteriorate. The tut - basins are 
e iiMantiy enlarging, the foot-hills are iieitig 
constantly den Hi led, and Ihcirsur ace-wash cor­ 
respondingly increased: the population dis­ 
charging its sewage into the river is constantly 
mo!’.¡¡flying. While in liiis way the degree of 
jiollution will certainly be increased, it will 
probably la- still furllu r increased by a diminu­ 
tion in ’the volume of river water "proper. As 
the mountains are denuded llie m er will 
i.-sume a more torrential character; in the wet 
'' ¡son it will be extremely high ; in the dry. ex­ 
tremely low. There will tie more tilth and less 
water to diluto it. 
For two months of last year this water was 
not potable in a hygienic sense, and tor three 
weeks it was positively revolting. During this 
time it had a fishy taste and odor more suggest­ 
ive of medieval medicine than of modern drink­ 
ing ««ter. Of course, it is useless to argue with 
the man who says this water ‘is good enough 
for me.’ We may cither ironically agree with 
him or kindly recommend him to a course of 
electricity. 
“At its liest our river water is offensive to the 
eve ; at its worst, it is disgusting to every seuse 
w’ith which kind Providence has endowed tis in 
: clf-defcnse against disease. I am in favor of a 
belter water supply on esthetic, on economic 
andon hygienic grounds." 
It is no argument iu favor of our present 
water supply that so far no serious widespread 
mague or epidemic lias therefrom devastated 
oiir city. With au ever decreasing flow of water 
bv tbc filling up ol our river bed, and as a con­ 
stan* increase in the polluting and imisoning 
sewage is daily mingled with it, it is inevitable 
that soon must come the dreadful calamity, the 
postpoueanent of which is urged as a reason for 
further delay. It needs but the breaking out of 
a saiall-pox or tvphoid epidemic tn the Folsom 
Prison, or in the town» whose excrement mingle* 


with our drinking water, to bring npon us the 
penalty of criminal delay in this oil- mportant 
matter, aud make these of us who shall survive 
to mourn the loss of our loved ones, the victims 
of unavailing regret at our short-sighted, penny- 
wise aud pound-foolish policy. We cannot a’l'- 
fordjto longer thus fly in the face of Providence. 
It can never be known how- many of us are to­ 
day carrying about with us the seeds of disease in 
blood, liver or kidneys, to be hereafter de­ 
veloped into afflictions which shall bring final 
death as a welcome deliverance, insiduously 
sowu there by the water we are compelled to i 
drink. How many of those who have been laid ' 
beneath the sods of our cemetery by the fell 
stroke of malarial fevers are there by the direc: 
influence of the poisons in the water we gave 
them to drink. 
There is one other direction in which we have 
been and still are taking chances, which has 
not received due consideration; one which not 
even the fearful example of Chicago, whose 
calamity laid under contribution the charity of 
the civilized world, has caused us to fullv real­ 
ize. I refer to the danger of the breaking"down 
of our present pumping apparatus at the crit­ 
ical moment ot a large fire, which would or 
might involve us in a loss like that of fire- 
stricken Chicago. That it never has happened 
is no guarantee that it will not take place. 
Faith is a good thing, but in the case of a fire 
an inexhaustible supply of water, with a press­ 
ure which can fail only by a suspension by 
nature of her law of gravitation, is much bet­ 
ter. Why, it was but a few days ago that a fire 
actually broke out in the rooms of the pumping 
works themselves, and was the occasion ot the 
turning in of an alarm. If we do not heed such 
a gentle reminder as this, at whose door can we 
lav the blame of the loss ant! destruction which 
we shall some day suffer?
